1. MORNING 7 JAN NEW ROK ADVISOR, KING HELPED PRESIDENT 
RHEE COMPLETE THIRD AND RHEE SAID IJVST DRAFT OF LETTER 
TO EISENHOWER IN REPLY EISENHOWER'S LETTER OF 2 JANUARY. 
KING DISCUSSED LETTER IN GENERAL TERMS BUT SAID IT WAS /d?'*" 


A. RHEE CANNOT PROMISE TAKE NO UNILATERAL ACTION. 
MAY BE FORCED TO TAKE UNILATERAL ACTION IF U.S. DOES NOT 
SUPPORT ROK. RHEE REALIZES UNIFICATION FIGHT MAY END UP 
AS COMMUNIST UNIFICATION. 

B. RHEE - EISENHOWER CORRESPONDENCE TO REMAIN CON- 

C. KING EMPHASIZED THAT RHEE SEEMED CONVEY THOUGHT 
THAT UNILATERAL ACTION MIGHT COMPRISE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN

FORMOSA, RHEE INDICATED HE AND CHIANG KAI-SHEK HAD

MOVE WHEREBY IF ROK MOVES NORTH, CHIANG WOULD AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE LAUNCH DIVERSIONARY ATTACK ON THE CHINESE MAINLAND, 
THIS ACTION, BOTH RHEE AND CHIANG BELIEVE, WOULD CAUSE
